British and Canadians, and the 
idea of using the poppy was given 
the American Legion by Miss Mo- 
na Mitehael of Athens, Ga, an un- 
tiring war -worker, who was in- 
spired by the immortal poem of 
Col. John McCrae, "In Flanders 
Field." A resolution was passed 
adopting the poppy as the official 
memorial flower at the national 
convention of the American Le- 
gion In Cleveland, Ohio in 1920. 
Flan Was Changed. 
For several years the commer- 
cial poppy was used to raise funds 
for the World War veterans, but 
when the Auxiliary was 
given 
complete charge of the poppy pro- 
gram, and a National Poppy pro- 
gram was adopted, the Auxiliary 
did away with the 
commercial 
poppy and gave the disabled sol- 
dies the opportunity 
of making 
the poppies. They are now being 
made in 56 hospitals and work- 
shops, Mrs. Kinsolving stated, with 
36 departments of the American 
Legion Auxiliary sponsoring the 
work. 
Mrs. Kinsolvlng's first official 
visit after taking the office of de- 
partmental president in the fall of 
1928, was to the hospital at Le- 
gion, near Kerrville, to investigate 
the prospects of ' making poppies 
there. It was finally accomplished 
in 1929 and in the five years that 
these boys have been making the 
popples, it has enabled the state 
and the individual units to carry 
on their Rehabilitation and Child 
Welfare program,

HELD AID OF JAPAN 


CLAIMED TO~CONSTITUTE

pan is converting Manchuria and 
Jehol into a vast military base," 
the official told the Associated 
Press: 


"China now Is In the direst dan- 
ger as a result of Great Britain's 
statement of policy," as enunciat- 
ed by Sir John, foreign secretary, 
before the house of commons 
"It looks," the official s.-iid. "as 


though Britain Is moving in the 
direction of an ally of Japan to 
counter-balance the Russo-Amerl- 
can rapproachment. 
However, the 


Chinese hope this really is not 
true, for Britain should line up 
with the United States and thus 
hold the balance of power against 
Japan. 


"Unless this is done, Japan will 
continue her aggression" in China. 


Sir John spoke yesterday after 
Sir Stafford, former laborite min- 
iste, had charged heatedly that 
Japan is ''pushing her imperialis- 
tic expansion into North China 
for the purpose of creating Man- 
chukuo No. 2." 


The laborite M. P. declared "the 
entire question of disarmament is 
bound up in the China situation 
. . . Britain must willingly partici- 
pate ... in an international pro- 
gram to guarantee the security of 
nations." 
The foreign secretary vigorous- 
ly denounced this interpretation 
of policy. Great Britain will take 
r.o action against any treaty vio- 
Ic'.oi, he said without the full co- 
operation of the United States. 
The high Chinese official term- 
ed Sir John's remarks "most un- 
fortunate." 


"His Interpretations of the word- 
ing of the pacts are merely a 
legalistic, way of avoiding the re- 
sponsibility of Britain," the offi- 
cial went on, adding vehemently:

MEMORIAL POPPIES 


GIVE EMPLOYMENT 


TO DISABLED VETS 


Memorial poppies which the wo- 


men of 
the American Legion 


Auxiliary will distribute here on 
"Poppy Day," May 26th, have been 
a means of providing employment 
to • hundreds 
of disabled world 


war veterans through the winter 
and spring months, according to 
Mrs. John Storrle, rehabilitation 
chairman of the local Auxiliary 
unit. The little red flowers have 
made possible earnings of approx- 
imately $100,000 for these disabled 
men, she stated. 
"Making of the paper poppies 
which the American Legion Aux- 
iliary offer on 'Poppy Day' to be 
worn in honor of the world war 
dead Is reserved strictly for the 
waa disabled," Mrs. Storrie ex- 
plained. "It offers a means of em- 
ployment to veterans unable to do 
work and not only brings them 
money for the support of them- 
selves and families, but aids in 
their rehabilitation by giving them 
beneficial, interesting work. 
"The poppies are made in gov- 
ernment hospitals and in special 
poppy workrooms maintained by 
the Auxiliary. This year 58 dif- 
ferent poppy making centers have 
been In operation in 40 states. 
Employment is restricted to men 
unable to do work of other types 
of work and preference is given 
those with families to support. 
The paper poppy is used exclus- 
ively by the Auxiliary because its 
making is a hand rather than ma- 
chine process. 


The best of working conditions 
are, of course, provided for the 
disabled men employed in the pop- 
py project. The 'number of pop- 
pies than a man can make in one 
day is restricted in order that the 
workers will not tax their Strength. 
The work is directed in such a 
manner that it will aid in the 
physical and mental rehabilitation
